• OSP Computer Requirement* 


I. The continually growing impact of OSP computer eupport 
requirement* make* it necessary to consider whether a completely 
different approach- -in essence, contrary to Ike multi-tasking, 
monolithic hardware philosophy followed to date --is desirable. 

OCS is a service of common concern to tho entire Agency; even 
though we're In better shape now in terms of manpower and general 
expertise than ever before, our ability to handle well all of our 
existing work 1* being affected negatively by the OSP load. Our 
nou-DD/SfcT easterners and project officers in OCS are becoming 
increasingly unhappy at degradation in turnaround time on their 
projects. Our internal Technical Review Committee meetings are 
becoming increasingly boated.

including brief mention of possible alternatives— seme of which 
are quite dramatic and at least one of which is so loaded with 
political overtones that I've never really heard it discussed 
objectively.
